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PREFACE 

The following Studies are the result of a settled conviction 
that the teaching of Latin by correspondence is not only 
possible, but practicable. Many of the difBculties that beset 
the teaching by correspondence of a modern language, with 
its attendant necessities of correct accent, idiomatic diction, 
and rapid comprehension, are absent in the case of a language 
no longer spoken. Much that hinders the progress of the 
ordinary pupil in school, such as large classes, and the 
imequal ability of his classmates, is eliminated from the 
work of the correspondence student, who progresses at his 
own rate of speed, all of whose work has the instructor's 
individual attention, and to whom no inaccuracy is permitted, 
because his work must be entirely in writing. 

The present Studies aim to supply, as far as possible, the 
place of the teacher in oral work, expanding with full 
explanations the excellent text-book of Professors Collar and 
Daniell, furnishing much drill on forms, and amplifying the 
text-book to such proportions as it would take in regular 
class room work. No attempt has been made to teach deri- 
yation, except in so far as will aid the student's memory in 
the attainment of a vocabulary. 

It is the author's belief that with conscientious and thor- 
ough attention on the part of the student, these Studies will 
give adequate preparation for second year work in the aver- 
age high school or academy. 

It is with the hope that these Studies may be of some aid 
in increasing the number of students of this fundamental

language and in lightening the burdens of young instructors, 
that the work has been undertaken. 

For assistance and inspiration in the present work, 
acknowledgment is due to the authors of the many excellent 
beginners' books and Latin grammars that have fallen 
beneath the teaching notice of the present writer. Like 
Tennyson's UlyMes, who declares, ^^I am a part of all that I 
have met," the work in hand is the product of practical 
class room work, and of intimate acquaintance with the 
methods and helps employed in the leading Latin grammars 
and first year books of the day. To each and all of these 
thanks are accorded, in proportion as their outlines have 
been followed.

Minute attention to the 
order of work laid down in the Studies will greatly facili- 
tate progress. 

4. All parts of the Studies marked with a star (*), like- 
wise all Test Questions, are to be mailed to the School for cor- 
rection and ranking. 

5. The Studies are to be mailed two at a time^ the Intro- 
ductory Study and I; II and III; IV and V; etc. It is 
hoped that you will be able to do some work each day upon 
the language, proceeding at once with II as soon as I has 
been sent. When the recitation papers are returned to you, 
with the errors indicated, the exercises translated from 
English into Latin must be carefully corrected and sent 
tack to the School.

If you have made no 
errors, return the original paper to show that your first work 
was perfect. In making the corrections, do not write the

and Italics, regularly to sections (e. g. 65, a), to pages only 
when so indicated. Beferences to the Studies are by Boman 
numerals and capital letters (e. g. Ill, A).

INTRODUCTORY STUDY 

PEOKUKCIATION 

The pronunciation of Latin is not a difficult matter, because 
the sounds of the letters are almost all familiar in our own 
language. It can be learned by any one who has a good 
pronunciation of English and is willing to be patient and 
give time to the task. Follow directions carefully. 

Read 36 ; 39 and footnote; 40 ; 41 ; 43, 1. Then turn to 
page 18 and try to read the poem, at every word referring 
back to the tables of pronunciation. When you have read the 
first stanza, compare it with the following lines in which 
4he Latin words are spelled as they would sound in English. 
In reading these lines, pronounce exactly as if the words were 
all English words, paying no attention to the Latin tables. 
All the letters set off by hyphens are to be pronounced as 
one syllable. 

Mick^-ah, mick'-ah, par'-wa steK-lal 
Me'-roar qui'(i as in mine) -nsiim cease, tom beP-la! 
Splen'-daince a' (as in ma^)-min-oos in il'-lo

A. The sound of Latin u (oo) is difficult to represent 
before m and s because it does not occur with these letters in 
English. It is like oo in wool a,nd. hooh^ like o in wolfw[A 
like u in full. Avoid sounding it like u in sum or like oo in 
loom. 

B. Notice that g is always hard, as in gain^ never like^; 
also that a is always sharp, as in this. There is a great tend- 
ency to pronounce final s like z.

No one should attempt the study of Latin by correspond- 
ence until he has a fair knowledge of English Orammar. 
In case, however, some of the essential terms have been 
forgotten, it may be well to review 1-26 of the Essentials of 
Grammar, pages 1-10, before proceeding farther. The neces- 
sary rales which must be thoroughly understood in connection 
with each lesson will be mentioned from time to time. 

Learn 1, a, b; 2, c; 4; 7; 9; 10; 11, a, 5, note; 23; 
24, 1 ; 25, a. 

Bead the whole of page 20. 

Learn thoroughly the Vocabulary. 

A. This means that you must know the English word when 
you see or hear the corresponding Latin word, that you must 
know the Latin word when you see or hear the corresponding 
English. No one can learn any language without learning its 
words. Always, therefore, let your first care be to know the 
meanings of the words. It is a good plan to have some one 
hear you say your vocabulary every day, giving you first the 
Latin then the English words, not in the order of the text- 
book. If this is not practicable, copy the vocabulary into a 
blank book, placing Latin words on one page, English words 
on the opposite page. Cover up one page at a time and write 
it from the other; then repeat the process, pronouncing the

words aloud instead of writing them. Continue this exercise 
from lesson to lesson, reviewing daily from the beginning and 
never letting slip what you have learned. Eemember, you 
can do nothing with a language unless you know the words.

In all English sentences 
where progressive or emphatic forms are used, the two parts 
of the English verb are one word in Latin; do dance is in 
Latin saltant, and so on. 

0. See 62, II, 2 and 3. In Latin, every interrogative 
sentence (see 10) needs one interrogative word and only one. 
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Therefore, be careful to ude -ne in every question that does 
not contain any other interrogative word; but if there be 
another interrogative word in the sentence, as who, what 
or wherBj do not add -ne. 

H. -Ne is affixed to the first word in the sentence, and 
that word is usually, but not always, the verb. 

I. Compare the English words coZf^m&ma, haataie, nautical, 
tube, canto, natatorium, sound, volatile, with the Vocabulary. 
Observe how the English words resemble the Latin words in 
sound, sense, and spelling. Consult a large English diction- 
ary, if in any case you do not see the resemblance. Many 
English words are derived directly from the Latin, many 
indirectly. Help your memory in the learning of Latin 
words by recalling English words that seem to be related to 
the Latin words. Many derived and related words will be 
found in the general vocabulary, page 245. Bead the fourth 
paragraph of the fine print at the top of page 245.

We have many circumlocu- 
tions in English : / am going to go^ for / shall go ; / have to 
goy for / must go^ etc. 

A. The active periphrastic conjugation is easy and simple, 
the future participle being used exactly as the English peri-* 
phrasis, going to; see 426, 1, 2 and a. 

B. Bead 425, 3. The passive periphrastic conjugation is 
much more difficult and needs careful study. It is the 
regular way to express necessity or obligation in Latin, that 
is, to translate must or ought. These English verbs are 
defective and have only one tense, so that when we wish to 
express necessity or obligation in past time, we are obliged to 
have recourse to a ' 'circumlocution." We say, I must go 
nowy but 1 had to go yesterday; likewise, / imght to go now^ 
but / ought to have gone yesterday. Both necessity and 
obligation are expressed in Latin by the passive periphrastic 
conjugation. Thus^ the task must {ought to) be undertaken 
is negotium Busoipiendum est ; the task had to be (ought to 
have been) undertaken^ negdtinm suscipiendnm erat. 

C. In translating from Latin to English, the meaning of 

the Latin can generally be obtained by using the phrase 

necessary to be to express the gerundive; as, omnia erant 
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agenda, all things were necessary to he done^ i. e., all things 
had to be done.^ 

D. In taming English into Latin, our task is easy if the 
principal yerb that we wish to translate is passive, but if onr 
yerb is active we must be more carefnl. The passive peri- 
phrastic, of coarse, is in the passive voice and only in the 
passive. When onr sentence reads Caesar must undertake 
the tasky it must be changed to the passive voice before 
translating (207, a) ; the task must be undertaken by Caesar. 
The subject is task^ the verb is present tense, and we trans- 
late, negotinm est suscipiendnm. But this does not include the 
agent, Caesar. Beading 425, 4 and dj also 426, we see that 
Caesar^ being *^the person who has to do the thiog," is put 
into the dative, Caesan. 

E. In other words, the agent with the passive periphrastic 
conjugation is in the dative^ not in the ablative with ab. 

7. This second form is comparatively easy, but when we 
wish to use an intransitive verb, as / must go^ or a transitive 
verb without an object, as / must write^ there is a real diffi- 
culty. We have learned from 418, a, LXXIII, D and E, 
that intransitive verbs may be used in the passive imperson- 
ally; we have now to learn that intransitive verbs or transi- 
tive verbs having no object^ must be used impersonally in the 
passive periphrastic conjugation; see 425, 5, and C, above. 
Observe that E, above, applies. 

0. It must not be forgotten that the participles in the 
periphrastic conjugations are still participles, therefore 
adjectives, and each must agree in gender, number and case, 
with the word it modifies, i. e., with the subject of the 
verb sum; see 425. When the subject is impersonal, as 
explained in P, above, the participle is always neuter sin- 
gular; see LXXIII, F.
